What's in a Name? 


I T IS typical, coming from the Pottstown 
Chamber of Commerce, that the sug­ 
gestion for the new name of Water street, 
Yost road, etc. is “Industrial highway.” 
Such imagination! It must have taken 
grand forethought, extensive historical analy­ 
sis, repeated consultations and brain-storm­ 
ing session to come up with so interesting a 
name! 
''Industrial highway!” How the name 
rings! How full of Pottstown’s heritage 
it is! How vividly it describes this route 
along the scenic Schuylkill river, linking 
the downtown business district with the 
Route 422 bypass at Firestone boulevard! 
Now, to be frank and serious, “ Water 
street” is more descriptive than “ Industrial 
highway.” Planners and imaginative minds 
of the Chamber must be those sort of people 
who grunt and groan and, like the mountain, 
issue forth such mice as “Joe’s Place,” and 
“ Stop Here. Shop Here.” 
If indeed tliere is something to be gained 
from changing the name, some forethought 
should be given to an attractive, descriptive, 
worthy name. 
It is agreed Wafer street is certainly not 
a picturesque caption. Rut Industrial high­ 
way is certainly unfitting and dismal. 
It isn’t by any means a “ highway.” 
We would be embarrassing ourselves to • 
have visitors examine this gently curv­ 
ing, two-lane city street and realize that 
we consider it a “highway.” This is 
something like renaming Penn street and 
calling it "Penn boulevard.” 
Further, howr rarely we have before us a 
brand new 
stretch of significant street, 
practically from one end of town to the other. 
It is an occasion for serious consideration, 
not grabbing at the first suggestion cast forth. 
Councilman Wilbert F. O’Dell Jr. had 
a 
much 
better 
idea. 
He 
suggested 
Schuylkill drive. There is some tradition 
to follow in naming a thoroughfare. It 
could be called street, avenue, lane, 
drive, or road. But the nomenclature 
"highway” is rare. 
Pottstown already has an “ Industrial 
avenue” in the east end, an entirely un­ 
related section of public street which has 
used the nam e for decades. 
It is bad enough to have Park court 
and Park drive, Union street and Union 
alley, Hawthorne avenue and Hawthorne 
street. Now someone wants to purposely 
duplicate another name! 
Let’s just think about it a little more. 
Someone in Pottstown must be imaginative. 
If it, O’Dell’s “ Schuylkill drive” is apropos 
and has a nice sound.

There are now 417,400 U.S. 
troops in Vietnam and Gen. Wil­ 
liam C. Westmoreland plans to 
use them fully. 
He says that with this force 
the United States has for some 
time been 
strong 
enough 
to 
maintain, a 
“ sustained 
offen­ 
sive” against the enemy’s main 
force units. 
The tipoff on likely strategy 
came when about 25.000 men 
were used in the drive on the 
Iron Triangle, a Red bastion for 
20 years. Then Operation Junc­ 
tion City put 45.000 men into a 
massive sweep of War Zone C — 
the 
Communists’ 
jungle 
lair 
near Cambodia which reputed­ 
ly shelters the Viet Cong politic­ 
al and military command cen­ 
ters. 
There are about 100 such a r­ 
eas in Vietnam — large and 
small — and in time Westmore­ 
land evidently has plans for all 
of them. It is the view of U.S. 
officers that guerrilla warfare 
demands such “ safe 
havens” 
and that sooner or later later 
the 
Communists 
must 
start 
fighting 
seriously 
to 
defend 
them. 
That will be the time, the offi­ 
cers hope, when the elusive Red 
soldiers can be pinned down and 
killed 
even 
more 
effectively 
'than at present. 
Communist strength in South 
Vietnam is estim ated at 282,000 
men — 50,000 North Vietnamese 
regulars and the rest Viet Cong. 
The Iron Triangle and War 
Zone C began to get U.S. atten­ 
tion months ago. When his troop 
level neared 400.000 Westmore­ 
land felt he could spare the men 
necessary to penetrate these 
areas. 
Other such zones just as tough 
are in the delta. The U Minh 
forest has the highest population 
of king cobras in 'the world — 
and a high number of Viet Cong. 
There are others stretched from 
the Plain of Reeds in the west­ 
ern delta through the mountain 
highlands to the north. 
Americans believe the Com­ 
munists are now attempting to 
build up strength in these zones, 
to tighten their over all combat 
structure and “ flesh it out” and 
meantime plan to continue hit- 
and-run tactics. 
These Red tactics evidently 
are designed for a war of attri­ 
tion. The Communist Command, 
in captured and public docu­ 
ments, has always claimed that 
the United States was militarily 
strong but politically weak.

THE LP SPOTLIGHT 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Rus­ 
sia launched its second w eather 
satellite last week and has al­ 
ready started sending data from 
it over the Moscow-Washington 
cold line. 
Some of the weather inform a­ 
tion was gathered by the space­ 
craft as it crossed the United 
States. 
The Russians have not yet 
announced 
having 
another 
meteorological satellite in orbit. 
However, the National Envi­ 
ronm ental Satellite Center 
at 
Suitland, 
lid ., 
confirmed, 
in 
response to an Associated Press 
query, that data from Cosmos 
144 started coming in over the 
U.S.-Soviet 
w eather 
teletype 
c i r c u i t , 
without 
advance 
w arning, last Thursday. 
Asked about the quality of the 
transm issions, Arthur Johnson, 
deputy director of the center, 
said: “ It’s a little hard to tell 
how good the m aterial is, be­ 
cause it com es over a long cir­ 
cuit.” 
• • * 
He added that he has asked 
the Russans to mail samples of 
the original data, so that it may 
be com pared with the m aterial 
received on the wire here. 
Most of the data referred to 
satellite observations over Afri­ 
ca, Johnson said. There was 
some data from the Central P a­ 
cific also, and a small amount 
gathered from over the western 
part of the United States. 
The Russians launched Cos­ 
mos 144 Feb. 27, and promptly 
announced m erely that they had 
placed “ another scientific satel­ 
lite” in orbit. 
The “ cold line” to Moscow, so 
nam ed to distinguish it from the 
White House-Kremlin hot line 
between the chief executives of 
the two nations, was established 
in October, 1964. 
for the ex­
